“T am convinced by some h ap ­ 
penings stll unexplained,” he said 
"th at a leak must have suddenly 
originated aft by which gas could 
accum ulate aft. 
“Gas escaped upward and filled 
the space between the outer cover 
and the a ft gas cells of the ship, 
and was ignited by a static spark 
as we have assumed in theory.” 
T he static spark, he said, appar­ 
ently stabbed down from the air 
masses above tire dirigible. 
These 
air masses, he said, probably had 
acquired 
a 
h i g h e r 
voltage 
th a n th e Hindenburg because of th e 
appearance of a “tail” of tho th u n ­ 
der storm which delayed the ships 
landing. 
Eckener was admittedly at a loss I 
to explain the sudden presence of \ 
the free hydrogen in the tail of the 
ship. The only possible explanation 
he could offer, lie said, for tire leak 
was th a t a sharp turn of the ship 
landing m aneuvers caused a great 
structural tension, especially near 
the tail, and a wire snapped, p ic ­ 
turing a gas cell.
